NOWHERE is a quiet, relaxed at- 
mosphere more important than in 
a dentist’s office, particularly in 
the operating and reception rooms. 
Even under ideal conditions, the 
dentist performs his services under 
great tension. His work is extreme- 
ly exacting, his hours long, and 
his patients usually nervous, some- 
times frankly scared, and it does 
not take much noise to compound 
the difficulty. 

Any sudden sound—it does not 
have to be loud—from the slam 
of a cabinet drawer to the clatter 
of an explorer dropped on the 
table, can unnerve a jumpy pa- 
tient. Although the dentist himself 
is not disturbed by such trifles

(we are seldom bothered by our 
own noises), he inevitably absorbs 
some of his patient’s apprehensive- 
ness, and his own nerves are likely 
to be abraded by the day-long din 
of traffic in the street beneath his 
window. 

The practical way to eliminate 
noises is acoustical treatment of 
the room. Some dentists attempt 
to mask noises and create a re- 
laxed atmosphere with music, us- 
ually by means of a small radio 
tuned all day to an appropriate 
station; but this has its drawbacks. 
Music that lulls one patient may 
set another’s teeth on edge, and 
there are a few prosaic souls who 
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do not like music at all. In fact, 
the same factor that makes other 
extraneous sounds disturbing is 
likely to make the music seem un- 
duly loud and blaring. 

This factor is reverberation, 
which intensifies noise. A dentist’s 
operating room is an efficient echo 
chamber. There is virtually nothing 
in it, except the patient and the 
dentist, to absorb any _ sound. 
Everything else reflects sound as 
a mirror reflects light. Up to 98 
per cent of the sound that strikes 
such smooth, hard surfaces re- 
bounds into the room and con- 
tinues to bounce from surface to 
surface until its energy is ex- 
hausted. In the process, noises that 
otherwise might not even be no- 
ticed become irritating, louder 
ones, and major annoyances. 

The obvious remedy for excess- 
ive reverberation is the introduc- 
tion of more sound-absorptive 
surface into the room. The most 
effective and least expensive way 
to do this is to cover a sizable 
area, such as the ceiling, with a 
suitable acoustical material. A re- 
cent bulletin of the Acoustical Ma- 
terials Association, an organization 
representing all the principal man- 
ufacturers, lists and describes 79 
such products. They are made in 
a variety of types from such di- 
verse materials as cellulose (wood 
or vegetable) fiber, cork granules, 
mineral wool, and glass wool, some- 
times with a perforated facing of 
plastic, metal, asbestos sheet, or 
hardboard. Most common types 
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are the familiar 12 by 12 inch 
tiles of perforated fiberboard or 
fissured mineral wool slab, the 
latter of which is finished to look 
like veined or pitted stone. 


Absorb Sound Waves 

These materials, on the average, 
will absorb about 70 per cent of 
the sound waves that strike them, 
and the heavy-duty units will ab- 
sorb 85 per cent or more, de- 
pending on the frequency or pitch 
of the sound. 

Obviously, no one type is “best” 
for any and all installations. Which 
one is best for a given location 
depends upon such factors as the 
amount of sound absorption re- 
quired, humidity and other atmos- 
pheric conditions, fire resistance, 
light reflection, and how often the 
material will need to be cleaned 
and repainted. It is said that all 
commercial acoustical materials 
can be cleaned and repainted re- 
peatedly without loss of efficiency, 
but some types resist physical wear 
better than others. 

Whatever the type, all the ma- 
terials function in the same man- 
ner, and owe their effectiveness to 
porosity. Sound waves, instead of 
bouncing off their surfaces, enter 
the material through the perfora- 
tions or natural fissures and be- 
come enmeshed in the fibers inside, 
where they literally wear them- 
selves out by friction. This stifles 
reverberation, and thereby can re- 
duce the general loudness ef noise 
in a room by 60 per cent or more. 
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Obviously, it does not reduce any 
noise at the source. The slam of 
a drawer or the clatter of the 
mechanical amalgamator will be 
basically just as loud as ever, but 
it will not sound as loud, because 
there is no reverberation to am- 
plify it. Thus, each noise “stays 
put,” and does not fill the room. 
Even with windows open, traffic 
noises sound remote and subdued, 
since they no longer reverberate 
inside the room. The room takes 
on a quiet “feel.” Because of the 
changed behavior of sound, an 
acoustically treated room is often 
found to be more comfortable than 
an untreated room with an actu- 
ally lower noise level. 


Reception Room Important 


It is also important to sound 
condition the reception room, as 
this helps keep noise from spread- 
ing. It will add to a calm atmos- 
phere for those waiting, and make 
the patients more relaxed when it 
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comes their turn. There are many 
decorative types of tile now on the 
market, which will add to the ap- 
pearance of the room. 

Acoustical materials can be in- 
stalled without major structural al- 
terations, usually without any al- 
terations at all, and with no more 
fuss than a routine redecorating 
job entails. The work can be done 
in a few hours, outside of regular 
office hours, so that the dentist’s 
practice need not be interrupted. 

Cost of acoustical treatment is 
modest, and the return is high for 
the dentist and patient. For really 
satisfactory results, however, it is 
imperative to obtain expert guid- 
ance in the selection of the proper 
type of material and method of 
installation. Any reputable acous- 
tical contractor can give you such 
counsel, and any member of the 
Acoustical Materials Association 
will be glad to give expert advice 
without charge.

tion. Restrictions beyond these 
safeguards would be arbitrary, 
even if bearing on the need of a 
community for a certain type or 
amount of service. 

There are certain barriers to the 
interstate movement of persons in 
all licensed occupations. In many 
instances practitioners have to go 
through a new examining process, 
with all of its uncertainties. In 
some cases they are required to 
take additional training. Require- 
ments of long residence, before 
being permitted to apply for a 
license, often create hardship. 
Rules of this nature apparently are 
designed to protect local licensees 
and to discourage those from other 
states seeking a license.’ 

Some of the controlling practices 
associated with professional licens- 
ing are reminiscent of the restric- 
tive guild system, in which mem- 
bers openly admitted an intent to 
protect the public from the incom- 
petent, and to protect their own 
members from competition—com- 
petent or not. 

In the late eighteenth century 
the philosophy of minimum inter-

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vention by government shifted 
commercial and industrial rela- 
tions from a closely regulated mar- 
ket to one of free competition. The 
statutes in force for centuries con- 
cerning the powers of the guilds 
were allowed to fall into the dis- 
card. But while the craft guilds 
disappeared, others of a primarily 
service function, the professional 
guilds, did not disappear.° 

Reed (1938) in discussing the 
origins of licensing in the learned 
professions, states: 

“In case of the original craft 
guild the producing masters ren- 
dered services as individuals to in- 
dividuals. The monopoly of prac- 
tices enjoyed by members of the 
guild in a given locality had the 
double purpose of protecting con- 
sumers against poor service, and 
protecting the competent pro- 
ducers against competition injuri- 
ous both to them and to the com- 
munity at large. The same double 
purpose is responsible for numer- 
ous modern licensing laws affect- 
ing those who practice either non- 
learned or learned professions. 
Barbers and peddlers, lawyers and 
physicians, otherwise dissimilar, 
are alike in this respect. In all 
cases the danger exists that a 
measure designed to protect the 
consuming public equally with the 
worthy producer may be utilized 
by the producer to exploit the com-

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munity, in the interest of himself 
and his class . . . How to secure 
the benefits of licensing while 
escaping its attendant dangers is 
a problem common to all occu- 
pations and to all forms of li- 
censure.’ ® 

It normally may be expected 
that dentists, like other suppliers 
of essential services, would follow 
location opportunities presented by 
territorial productivity. Due to a 
now universal uniformity of stand- 
ards, qualifications for licensure 
are similar in all states for den- 
tists, nurses, osteopaths, pharma- 
cists, and physicians. These groups 
are recognized as_ professions, 
which signifies in part that there 
is general agreement about the 
areas of knowledge and skill re- 
quired for their practice. 

As a result, there is widespread 
consensus about the amount and 
type of training needed to qualify 
persons for practice. Common be- 
liefs and interests have led to 
establishment of strong national 
associations and to a high degree 
of nationwide standardization of 
requirements for licensure.* Pecu- 
liarly, however, the dental profes- 
sion is less free to adapt itself to 
changes than perhaps any other 
occupation. 

Of the various reasons that place 
dentistry in an unfavorable situa- 
tion vis-a-vis other professions,

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some are justifiable. Nevertheless 
the difficulties of relocation are so 
great that few practitioners will 
risk the sacrifices involved, and 
only a small percentage of the ones 
who do will succeed. Some of these 
factors are: 

1. By virtue of long preparation 
and professional standing, dentists 
are not inclined to be shifters. Fre- 
quently they are home owners. 
Their families will enjoy the sta- 
tus accorded to the professional 
element, and in the process of 
building a practice they will have 
formed close friendships and as- 
sumed a leading position in com- 
munity affairs. 

2. Pre-dental college require- 
ments are likely to have been 
raised since the candidate’s gradu- 
ation. A mature applicant may 
thus be required to take such un- 
dergraduate courses as English or 
algebra before he can qualify. 

3. The expense of re-establish- 
ing a dental office is higher than 
that in any other occupation. 

4. The element of professional 
reputation—the most valuable as- 
set of a practitioner—takes years 
to gain. 

By comparison, there is greater 
mobility possible for doctors of 
medicine than of dentistry. More 
than half of the state medical li- 
censing boards endorse the certifi- 
cates issued by the National Board 
of Medical Examiners.® But most 
important, medical reciprocity is

PERSONAL IDENTIFICATION BY MEANS OF THE TEETH 

THE IMPORTANCE of identification of the dead cannot be overemphasized. 
Establishment of personal identity is not only a passive sort of comfort 
to the next of kin but often is a requirement in the settlement of legal 
entanglements. Because cases that require identification by means of 
the teeth are relatively few, there is no organized body of dental experts 
in this field, nor are there any persons who spend full time in the science 
of forensic dentistry. It is, however, within the capability of all dentists 
to assist in the identification of the dead when teeth are involved. The 
determination of personal identity by means of the teeth, therefore, is 
a service to the other forensic sciences that may be rendered by the 
dental profession. 

Complete and accurate dental records provide an excellent and some- 
times the sole means of identifying the remains of active-duty military 
personnel and of civilians who have had previous military service. 

Two factors make it possible to use the teeth for this purpose: (1) 
The crowns of the teeth, their supporting bony structures, and the 
restorative materials used by the dental profession are almost inde- 
structible; and (2) there is little chance of there ever being two persons 
with identical sets of teeth—Rosert D. Wycxorr, Captain, DC, USN, 
U. S. Armed Forces Medical Journal, April, 1957.

How to Sell People 





on Dentistry 


BY C. W. GARLEB, DDS 


BEFORE we get a contract to per- 
form dentistry for anyone we must 
first convince him that he will be 
happier with the service we are 
offering than without it, just as he 
would be happier with a new car, 
his own home, a vacation, or any- 
thing else he might want. 

We must also show him that he 
will derive certain benefits from 
his new dentistry that he could not 
always get otherwise; namely, bet- 
ter health, comfort, pride, charm, 
a higher social level, and a young- 
er appearance. And all this for a 
single fee! 





But how would we go about sell- 
ing patients on dentistry? Let me 
use the words of our capable in- 
structor in Operative Dentistry: 
“Boys,” he advised, “always give 
patients the dental service you 
would want in your own mouth 
under similar conditions.” 

This has been my “golden rule 
of dentistry.” I have had occasion 
to remember it thousands of times 
since then when patients wanted 
estimates on services. 

Just yesterday a patient asked, 
“Would you have the same thing 
done if it were your mouth?” 

“Of course I would,” I replied. 
Then, after telling her about my 
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The public must be informed 
about the health and appear- 
ance benefits of dentistry— 
and it is up to you to spread 
the word. 


| rule of dentistry, she was willing 
'to let me proceed with the treat- 
| ment I had advised. 


Sometimes it takes careful plan- 


'ning, roentgenograms, and dis- 
cussions with our clients before we 


can arrive at an understanding 
about what sort of dental appli- 
ances to use, or which procedures 
to follow. 

For example: Should we advise 
an inexpensive restoration, or one 
which would cost more and last 
longer? Are the abutment teeth 
strong enough, and will it all be 
worth while to the patient, figuring 
the fee we have to charge? Or 
should all the teeth be extracted 
now, or soon? Such matters are 
often difficult to settle quickly, and 
no dentist can always guess cor- 
rectly. Powerful men with hard 


, biting power can break dentures, 


wear out crowns, or crack off tooth 
walls faster than weaklings, and 
we must figure accordingly. 

We should inform patients that 
their teeth are in excellent, good, 
fair, poor, or hopeless condition. 
This will establish better patient 
cooperation, and end in speedy 
agreements. But every patient must 
understand that any estimate of 
time that dentistry might serve can 
be only approximate. 
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Now suppose a patient is un- 
decided about having the necessary 
service. In the foregoing para- 
graphs I have pointed out that 
dentistry does not only give people 
pleasure, but other assets as well, 
which are a distinct advantage to 
them. 

“People buy many things that 
could be put off indefinitely or en- 
tirely,” we might tell them, “but 
not dentistry. Dentistry is no bar- 
gain if it is postponed. It costs 
more, never less, as time slips by 
and valuable teeth are often sacri- 


ficed through delay.” 


No Shortage of Dentists 

Some reports state that we do 
not have enough dentists to give 
all the service needed. That is not 
as true as it sounds. The real 
shortage lies in the poor distribu- 
tion of dentists. Some dentists are 
too busy, of course; but what about 
the thousands who work only part 
time because they do not have 
enough work to keep them busy? 
This includes many beginners who 
wait for years to achieve a livable 
practice. Moreover, we still find 
dentists occasionally underbidding 
others, or charging only a little 
more than clinics’ fees—and shop- 
pers can still find bargains in. 
dentistry! 

Many dentists wish they could 
charge fees that make sense for 
some of their services. Imagine 
professional men making a dollar 
or two profit on a repair denture 
that may require several *phone 
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calls and perhaps a number of 
visits with the patient before a 
case is finished. (Many of us pay 
laboratories most of our profit for 
such service.) If some mechanic 
had the same cash layout for a job 
as we have on a denture repair, he 
would charge more for the ser- 
vice. So long as these conditions 
prevail, we have no shortage of 
dentists. 

Let me explain further: Suppose 
that a dentist in a certain area had 
a 2000-patient potential. But if 
more than half of these patients 
avail themselves of his services 
irregularly, say once every 3 to 5 
years, or never, then the dentist 
will have time to spare. And it is 
because these conditions exist that 
we should sell more people on 
dentistry. 

People keep buying unnecessary 
things even during times of de- 
pression, while dentistry, a neces- 
sity, is among the first items they 
do without. Until we dentists learn 
to convince our patients of the 
health, beauty, comfort, charm, 
pride, and other valuable attrib- 
utes that go with an investment 
in dentistry, it will continue to 
remain so. 


Patient Education Needed 

I do not mean that dentists 
should use high-pressure tactics to 
sell more people on dentistry. But 
they should inform them more. 
Patients pay us for it. They do 
not think of dentistry as an in- 
vestment in their health, well- 
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being, and appearance unless we 
emphasize these points. We must 
keep reminding them that dentistry 
is easier, less work, less pain, and 
less expense the sooner it is done. 

People must learn that only 
careless, lazy persons neglect their 
dental care. We go to hospitals to 
treat patients who have waited too 
long. Some are helped into our 
operatories for service, others come 
with crutches and canes. They 
groan and complain of pains, den- 
tal and systemic. Some neglect 
their teeth until they are old, out 
of work, or until illness gets them 
down. Much suffering, worry, and 
expense could be avoided. The 
majority of people will continue 
to wait too long unless we sell 
them on dentistry. 

Let each dentist be his own 
booster, efficiency expert, and ethi- 
cal “advertiser.” Spread the good 
news of dentistry everywhere. Most 
people will appreciate it, and the 
intelligent ones will certainly be 
better off. 

Too many patients give us the 
old alibi, “I haven’t had time to 
have my teeth fixed.” Bosh! Some 
of the wealthiest and most success- 
ful leaders in industry with no 
time to waste, professional people 
and educators whom I have served, 
kept their appointments just min- 
utes before time and seldom ne- 
glected their mouths, except, of 
course, personal mouth hygiene, 
which until now has been a failure. 

Persons who blame some factor 
besides themselves for neglecting 
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their mouths are just careless, and 
some of them will never learn, no 
matter what we say. We should 
show them that dentistry must be 
regarded as a necessary, import- 
ant, and business-like profession, 
and that punctuality saves their 
time and ours. 
Our profession must keep grow- 
ing. We are not serving half the 
population regularly. Why not? 
Are dentists to blame? Or their 
fees? Is it fear? Or is it because 
we are too timid or too proud to 
sell the world on dentistry? 
Why are so many unnecessary 
products sold to an overwhelming 
majority of people while dentistry, 
an essential need, lags behind? 
Why does the public waste over 50 
billion dollars annually (this is 
an approximate figure based on 
available statistics), while only 
about 114 billion dollars is paid 
out on something as beneficial as 
dentistry ? 

I have tried to answer these 
questions. If we sold the many 
millions of people on dentistry who 











are not now availing themselves of 
it we would indeed, need more 
dentists; but until we do sell them 
we need only to replace those who 
are lost from our ranks, and add 
others to serve the increase in 
pulation. 










hat Can You Do? 

Now what, specifically, can den- 
ists do to give the world health- 
er, stronger, prouder, happier, 
ind handsomer people? 
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Before trying to sell more people 
on dentistry, a dentist must first 
sell himself. By this I mean that 
he must always be a dentist—a 
professional man. He must act like 
one, dress like one, live like one, 
and be always willing to help peo- 
ple to a better understanding and 
a greater appreciation of the sub- 
ject he knows so well. With his 
above-average intelligence, charac- 
ter, skill, determination, and be- 
havoir, he is well qualified to per- 
form this service. He should carry 
the idea of dentistry wherever he 
goes—visiting, fishing, touring, 
everywhere. 

Not that he should be forever 
talking shop. Sometimes he must 
break away from the severe, nerve- 
cracking ennui of serving cantank- 
erous children or touchy adults. 
He can take his best companion, 
and drive away to the nearest 
woods, a quiet stream, the sea- 
shore, the mountains, or elsewhere, 
and let Nature mother him until 
he feels the strength and the de- 
sire to return to his office and 
carry on his good work where he 
left off. 

People waste fabulous sums of 
their hard-earned money foolishly. 
Part of this great loss could be 
turned into gain, if every dentist 
sold more people on dentistry and 
the many ways in which it bene- 
fits them.

‘““Medications for Diseases of Dental Origin” was subject of 
panel discussion at which physicians answered questions, with 
R. S. Ping, DDS, as moderator, during the Symposium at the 


Indiana University School of Dentistry. 


Questions answered by R. S. Griffith, MD’: 

1. Should antibiotics be used routinely in dental practice? 

No. The need for antibiotics must be determined for each particular 
patient. 

A clean mouth with minimal traumatic manipulation in a patient 
who has no history suggestive of rheumatic fever does not need an anti 
biotic “umbrella.” 

A so-called “dirty” mouth, one with definite evidence of infection, 
and one with a need for surgery, particularly if there is a knowledge 
of scarred heart valves, makes antibiotics mandatory. 

Of course, there are all gradations between these sharp delineations 
that I have just outlined. Some of these may require the dentist’s most 
careful consideration. I am sure the tendency is to utilize the advantages 
of the antibacterial action of the antibiotics, either for therapy or for 
prophylaxis. When the antibiotic is selected carefully and administered 
by the safest route, the risks may be minimized. 

2. In a case of cellulitis with an underlying osteomyelitis, what do you 
consider “routine” antibiotic therapy? 

The normal bacterial flora of the mouth consists primarily of Neisseria 
catarrhalis. Streptococcus viridans, Streptococcus salivarius, diptheroids, 
and Staphylococcus albus are considered common inhabitants of the 
mouth. About 30 to 50 per cent of the normal mouths have Staphylococ-

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cus aureus present. Rarely, less than 5 per cent of the patients will have 
hemolytic streptococci, Hemophilus influenzae, Vincent’s organisms, 
Streptococcus viridans, or Coliform bacilli. 

Of these bacteria, for all practical purposes, the only ones causing 
acute infections in the mouth are the Staphylococcus aureus, Vincent’s 
and hemolytic streptococcus. Hemophilus influenzae rarely will be the 
cause of an infection. These acute infections are controlled by the 
usually recommended doses of the antibiotics. Higher doses should be 
“titrated” for the more severe of these infections. 

You have probably repeatedly made the observation that the spec- 
trum of penicillin is adequate coverage for the vast majority of your 
acute infections. Erythromycin® has the same spectrum and can be 
interchanged, when desired, for penicillin. Rarely does one need the 
so-called “broad-spectrum” coverage in infections of the mouth, in- 
cluding those seen in dental practice. 

In the patient with rheumatic fever or scarred heart valves due to 
rheumatic fever, we also worry about letting the Streptococcus viri- 
dans or Streptococcus salivarius into the blood stream where it can 
cause a subacute bacterial endocarditis. A single antibiotic “umbrella” 
is usually recommended in these patients. A combination of antibiotics 
is not necessary. 

Staphylococci are the cause of virtually all, if not all, abscesses of 
the mouth or osteomyelitis. If there has been time for an impregnable 
wall to form, it is almost impossible to achieve penetration into the 
core of the abscess or osteomyelitis. Drainage and removal of the 
foreign body, teeth, or dead bone, is frequently necessary or even man- 
datory to convert a persistent and potentially resistant infection into 
a successful outcome. 

When there is definite evidence of osteomyelitis, one should not 
“tantalize” the staphylococcus. Osteomyelitis, because of its statistically 
high incidence of antibiotic resistance, should be treated with two 
antibiotics. Penicillin and Streptomycin® have been used successfully 
in the past, as has been shown in this case. Now a combination of 
penicillin and erythromycin or erythromycin in combination with 
Chloramphenicol® or Tetracycline® may be used. These should be 
used in full dosage of each, 250 to 500 mg every six hours orally, de- 
pending on the severity or extensiveness of the infection. In some in- 
stances hospitalization may be necessary with the antibiotics being 
administered in high dosage intravenously to control the infection. 

3. What do you consider adequate antibiotic coverage to prevent sub- 
acute bacterial endocarditis secondary to dental extraction or surgery? 
It is my opinion that bactericidal concentrations of the bactericidal 
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antibiotics, penicillin or erythromycin, for at least three to four hours 
during and after the extraction should prevent subacute bacterial endo- 
carditis. The exposure of antibiotic-susceptible bacteria to the antibiotic 
for one hour is enough to render the organism nonpathogenic. How- 
ever, the standards have been set upon past experience. Possibly Doc- 
tor Hackney would tell us the most recent thinking along these lines. 


_ Questions answered by V. C. Hackney, MD°: 

As Doctor Griffith mentioned, certain standards have been set for 
the prophylaxis of bacterial endocarditis in patients with rheumatic 
or congenital heart disease. Penicillin is the drug of choice for admin- 
istration to patients with rheumatic or congenital heart diseases under- 
going dental manipulations and surgical procedures in the oral cavities. 
Although the exact dosage and duration of therapy are somewhat em- 
pirical, there is some evidence that for effective prophylaxis, reasonably 
high concentrations of penicillin must be present at the time of the 
dental procedure. 

The American Heart Association recommends that both intramuscu- 
lar and oral penicillin be used for prophylaxis in these conditions. 
For two days prior to surgery, 200,000 to 250,000 units of penicillin 
should be given by mouth four times a day. On the day of surgery, 
200,000 to 250,000 units of oral penicillin four times a day is given, 
plus 600,000 units of aqueous penicillin with 600,000 units of procaine 
penicillin shortly before surgery. For two days following surgery, oral 
penicillin should be continued as previously. 

If injections of penicillin are not feasible, oral penicillin should be 
given in doses of 200,000 to 250,000 units four times a day beginning 
two days prior to the surgical procedure, and continued through the 
day of surgery and two days thereafter. Erythromycin or the broad- 
spectrum antibiotics should be employed as prophylaxis in patients who 
are sensitive to penicillin. 

4. What is the incidence of allergic reactions to penicillin? 

Estimates of penicillin sensitivity among the adult population vary 
from 1 to 10 per cent. The mean figure of 5 per cent is probably 
fairly representative. When one attempts to determine the incidence of 
the more serious anaphylactic reactions to penicillin on the basis of 
reports in the medical literature, widely varying statements are en- 
countered; however, these reports indicate convincingly that the prob- 
lem is a real and increasing one. 

5. Are allergic reactions following oral penicillin similar to those 
that occur after injectible penicillin?

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Allergic reactions occurring after administration of parenteral or 
oral penicillin are considered of the same nature. However, on the basis 
of current information, the reactions that follow oral penicillin are 
less frequent and usually are less serious than those resulting from 
parenteral penicillin. 

6. How may anaphylactic penicillin reactions be avoided? 

So far as is possible, prevention of penicillin anaphylaxis depends on 
observing certain precautions in the use of the antibiotic. The indica- 
tions for the administration of the drug must be carefully considered, 
and its needless use should be avoided. A most careful history must 
be taken before administering a penicillin injection. This should in- 
clude an attempt to elicit a history of previous untoward reactions. 
The personal history of allergy should be explored with special refer- 
ence to bronchial asthma. Penicillin injections should be given into 
the outer upper arm, rather than into the deltoid or buttock so that, if 
need be, a tourniquet can be applied proximally.

A FAR reaching program in dental 
prepayment plans has_ recently 
been inaugurated in the State of 
New York by the Green Shield 
Dental Plan, Incorporated. This 
non-profit membership corpora- 
tion was approved after thorough 
investigation by the Insurance De- 
partment and Welfare Department 
of the State of New York, pur- 
suant to the provisions of Article 
IX-C of the New York Insurance 
Law! and a charter was issued by 
the New York Secretary of State. 
Green Shield is a professional 
plan, organized and founded by 
dentists in accordance with all 
ethical requirements of the dental

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profession. It is a direct outgrowth 
of the experience of a group of 
dentists in group practice while 
serving as dental officers in the 
military service of the United 
States. 

Objectives: 

The Green Shield Dental Plan 
was organized to offer a plan to 
the public with the following ob- 
jectives: 

1. Elimination of aches, pains, 
and discomfort, resulting from 
dental neglect. 

2. Prevention of catastrophic 
dental break down originating 
from minor dental conditions. 

3. Prevention of occurrence of 
systemic disorders resulting from 
dental diseases. 

4. Elimination of loss of time in 
employment and other activities as 
a result of dental ill health. 

5. Prevention of financial hard- 
ship caused by dental ill health. 
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Explanation of a dental group 
insurance plan that covers bas- 
ic dental needs 


6. Prevention of financial hard- 
ship due to lack of understanding 
of oral health problems. 


Underlying Tenets: 

1. Green Shield is in all respects 
a professional plan. It is sound in 
every professional aspect and in 
step with all advances of modern 
dentistry. 

2. All professional aspects of the 
plan are controlled by dentists. 

3. Green Shield is open to all 
qualified dentists. 

4. Only the best in modern den- 
tistry must be produced. 

5. The private practice of den- 


tistry must be preserved. 


Basic Considerations: 

1. Socialized dentistry must be 
prevented at all costs and efforts. 

The following statement sum- 
marizes the position of the dental 
profession. “Undoubtedly volun- 
tary health insurance is gaining in 
popularity and is here to stay. Bas- 
ing the opinion here expressed 
upon official and personal state- 
ments, the dental profession is 
preponderantly in favor of pre- 
paid voluntary health insurance 
and is opposed to government con- 
trolled health insurance or social- 
ized dentistry.”

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2. The practice of having dental 
costs, incurred by the patient with 
individual dentists, partly borne 
by the issuance of policies by in- 
surance carriers has. not proved 
feasible. 

3. The practice of social, labor, 
and benevolent organizations, 
establishing dental clinics has not 
been desirable. 

4. The solution does not lie in 
the fee for service procedure. 

Doctor John Oppie McCall who 
has devoted a great deal of time 
and effort in studying the economic 
aspects of dentistry has written® 
that “ ‘Fee for service’ is probably 
the greatest barrier between pa- 
tient and dentist, surpassing for the 
majority that great bugaboo, 
pain.” 

Doctor McCall quotes from a 
report of the Senate Committee, 
on Wartime Health and Education 
to the effect that, “Evidence .. . 
leads the subcommittee to conclude 
that the ‘fee-for-service’ system, 
which is now the predominant 
method of payment for medical 
services is not well suited to the 
needs of most people, or the widest 
possible distribution of high quali- 
ty medical care. It tends to keep 
people away from the physician 
until illness has reached a point 
where treatment is likely to be 
prolonged and medical bills large. 
It deters patients from seeking serv- 
ices which are sometimes essential, 
such as specialist care, laboratory

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and x-ray examinations, and hos- 
pitalization. Individuals with low 
incomes, whose needs are greatest, 
are most likely to postpone or fore- 
go diagnosis and treatment.” 

“Let us consider,” writes Doc- 
tor McCall, “a hypothetical case. 
Mr. Jones needs some dental serv- 
ice and realizes that his teeth have 
been neglected for some time (this 
neglect was probably due in large 
part to economic conditions). Does 
the thought of pain hold him back? 
Not in the majority of instances, 
since he knows worse things lie 
ahead if he waits longer. Back in 
his mind, but not very far back, 
is the thought, ‘I wonder how much 
it will cost?’ Finally Doctor Mc- 
Call concludes: 

“When once convinced that den- 
tal service is being offered them 
on the basis of all properly attain- 
able economy, people will not say 
that they cannot afford it and ask 
the dentist to perform the service 
for less, but will find ways of or- 
ganization and financing that will 
bring them the dental service and 
the dentist his due.” 

Green Shield is constructed to 
overcome these difficulties. In ad- 
dition, Green Shield is aware of 
and ready to fully combat the lack 
of dental education. 

“Tt is interesting to compare 
dental expenditures for items gen- 
erally considered to be less essen- 
tial. For instance, in 1950, the 
American people spent over eight 
times as much for alcoholic bever- 
ages as for dental care, and about 
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four and half times as much for 
tobacco and smoking supplies. ‘Ad- 
mission to spectator amusements’ 
amounted to almost twice the den- 
tal bill, and the total recreation bill 
was more than eleven times the 
dental bill. During the ten-year 
period ending 1950, the American 
people spent $71,955,000,000 for 
alcoholic beverages, and $7,385,-

ANALGESIC DRUGS 


IN GENERAL, analgesic drugs may be divided for purposes of this 
discussion into non-narcotic, nonaddicting ‘analgesics and narcotic, 
or addicting analgesics. The most effective and widely used non- 
narcotic analgesics are acetophenetidin (Phenacetin®), acetylsalicylic 
acid (Aspirin®), phenylbutazone (Butazolidin®), salicylamide, and 
sodium or potassium salicylate. Although there are many narcotic 
analgesics available when they are grouped in classes according to 
their chemical structure and pharmacologic action, there are only 
four categories, alphaprodine (Nisentil®) and meperidine (Demerol®) ; 
methadone (Dolophine®), levorphanol (Levo-Dromoran®), and mor- 
phine and its derivative codeine; dihydrocodeine (Paracodin®) ; 
dihydromorphinone (Dilaudid®), and methyldihydromorphinone (Met- 
opon®). 

In any discussion of pain control one must consider other drugs 
not primarily analgesics that often have a beneficial action. Among 
these are the sedatives, the central-nervous stimulants and the phre- 
notrophic drugs.—CuRRENT CONCEPTS IN THERAPY, The New England 
Journal of Medicine. 





Is Your Music Sedative? 


The article in OrAL HycieneE by Philip 
Weintraub, DDS!, interests me very 
much as I enjoy High Fidelity music, 
but it is not the answer to our needs 
for music in the dental office. I have 
experimented with background music in 
my dental office for the past six years, 
and I think I have made about alli of the 
mistakes possible, including Hi-Fi. 

A great many dentists may install ex- 
pensive High Fidelity equipment, only 
to learn later that they have defeated the 
entire purpose for which they wanted 
background music in their offices; name- 
ly, its sedative effect upon the patient. 

High Fidelity music is excellent for 
one’s “listening pleasure,” because of 
the fact that it does give you all the 
effects of a symphonic orchestra with 
its extreme high and low frequencies 
and the sudden change from one mood 
to another. I wish to highly recommend 
it to true music lovers for home use, but 
never for the dental office. 

Imagine a patient in the dental chair 
having an extremely sensitive molar cav- 
ity preparation and listening to the soft 
soothing strains of the First Movement 
of Symphony Number One by Mahler, 
and just as the dentist strikes the sen- 
sitive spot our music suddenly changes 
to that loud accelerated portion of the 
symphony. What will happen to our 
patient? His nerves will accelerate right 
along with the music, and we will have 
an extremely difficult patient. 

Hi-Fi is not the answer to our needs

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for music in the dental office. Neither 
is the usual “hit or miss” method of 
selecting records our answer. 

I suggest that any interested dentist 
should give a little thought to the sub- 
ject. 

There is a definite type of music, 
which I call “sedative.” When played at 
a low level this music does work won- 
ders in calming a patient’s nerves; how- 
ever, it must be at such a level that the 
patient hears it but is not conscious of 
it—and it should not carry vocals. 

When music is played at the proper 
level to produce a sedative effect upon 
the patient, all of the expensive Hi-Fi 
equipment you can install is not going 
to materially affect your music. It just 
makes your installation cost about three 
to five times that of a normal installa- 
tion. 

There is an organization in Lawrence, 
Kansas, which has spent several years 
and considerable money developing a 
moderately priced tape player which 
contains an amplifier capable of driving 
up to ten speakers. This group also has 
access to all of the music recordings of 
two of the largest background music 
libraries in the world, and are recording 
music which has been selected by trained 
musicologists as being especially adapt- 
ed to use in dental offices, physicians’ 
offices, and hospitals. They supply each 
machine with eight hours of music (180 
to 200 recordings), and automatically 
mail out exchange tapes every two weeks 
so the music never grows tiresome. Their 
recordings are of the highest quality.—

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The Case of The Ovarian Tumor 


It was near the finish of a hot August 
afternoon, when the telephone rang and 
my secretary informed me that a physi- 
cian wanted to speak to me. 

The physician told me that he had a 
patient in the hospital who was running 
a temperature of 105.5 F., for whom the 
diagnosis of an acute ovarian tumor was 
made. He said that they were going to 
perform the operation for the removal 
of the tumor as soon as conditions war- 
ranted. 

In the meantime, as the patient had 
stated that she was having some annoy- 
ance with her teeth, he wanted me to 
take a run up to the hospital and look 
at her. 

About a half hour later I drove up to 
the hospital and went in to see the pa- 
tient. I stopped at the desk on the pa- 
tient’s floor to look at the chart. 

Seated at the desk at that moment 
was a surgeon, who was looking at the 
same patient’s chart. He _ thereupon 
showed me the drawing of the exact lo- 
cation of the tumor that was to be re- 
moved. 

Accompanied by the floor nurse I went 
into the patient’s room and made my 
examination of the mouth. I found a 
lower right first bicuspid that gave all 
the positive symptoms of an acute peri- 
cementitis. 

The tooth in question had a rather 
extensive amalgam restoration, was quite 
loose, tender to pressure, and there was 
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a definite soreness at the apical area. 
I told the nurse that I would extract 
at once, but she thought it had best be 
done upstairs in the operating room. I 
told her that time was a factor here and 
after telephoning the hospital superin- 
tendent, I received the necessary per- 
mission to proceed as I wished. 

Using an ethyl chloride spray as my 
means of anesthesia, I extracted the bi- 
cuspid tooth. Immediately there was 
forthcoming an extensive exudation of 
black blood and pus. 

After exactly 48 hours, the patient’s 
temperature returned to normal, her 
general condition was excellent, and she 
was permitted to return home. 

Although the ovarian tumor is un- 
questionably still there, nevertheless the 
patient has been back at work for over 
two years with no apparent discomfort.

THE UNENDING DEBATE: 
DENTAL RECIPROCITY 


SINCE 1907 every state in the Union has had laws to regulate dental 
practice. In some states the statutes have been rigorously enforced; 
in others laxness has been the order. All statutes to regulate dental 
practice come under the police powers of the state: measures to 
protect the public welfare, safety, and health. 

To qualify for a license to practice dentistry the applicant must 
convince the board of dental examiners that he is a person of good 
character, that his training has been completed in a recognized dental 
school, and that he is proficient as demonstrated by his ability to 
pass a written and clinical examination. 

Members of the board of dental examiners are appointed by the 
Governor of a state and in most cases have a specific tenure of office. 
Usually the state dental society is consulted and asked to submit a 
list of qualified candidates. The pay for members of a board ranges 
from $5 to $20 a day, plus expenses. The average stipend is $10 a 
day and expenses; this is not exactly a sinecure. There is no economic 
advantage to the dentist in accepting such an appointment. It must 
be considered an honor—which it is. 

The cases of venality and corruption among state boards are rare. 
The dentists who serve on them are mostly honorable and unselfish men 
who make a sustained effort to give a just and impartial examination. 

As would be expected, in some states the examinations are more 
dificult than in others. The rate of failure among recent graduates 
is low. The failures among dentists who have been in practice upward 
of ten years are relatively high. Many of the older men are unable 
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to pass the written examination in the fundamental biologic subjects 
and some are unsure of their clinical skills. 


The subject of reciprocity is a controversial one. A dentist moving 
from one state to another must pass an examination. There are no 
exceptions. There is a waiver of the written examination among some 
states, but every candidate is required to pass a clinical test. This 
ironclad requirement has been the subject of spirited debate. 


The advocates of universal interstate reciprocity are usually older 
dentists who wish to move from one state to another and are not 
confident that they could pass the written examination and are not 
certain of their ability to pass some phases of a clinical test. Many of 
these dentists are accomplished clinicians in some phase of practice, 
but because of specialization or a direction of emphasis toward one 
aspect of practice are ill prepared to pass an all-embracing clinical 
examination. These dentists advance the argument that, if they are good 
enough to be recognized to practice in one state, a geographic boundary 
should not nullify their qualifications. 


The opponents of reciprocity are usually dentists who practice in 
states where the climate is more favorable and who are fearful of an 
influx of dentists who might practice on a part-time, cut-rate basis. 
The semi-retired dentist who wishes to move to more pleasant living 
in another state and carry on a casual practice is not warmly wel- 
comed by a board of dental examiners or by other dentists in the 
community. 


A four-part series of articles begins this month in ORAL HYGIENE 
which examines the entire subject of reciprocity; the arguments for 
and against. This material was developed under the direction of the 
Department of Political Science of the University of Chicago. It is 
part of a dissertation prepared by a member of the dental profession 
and is the most comprehensive investigation that has been made on 
the subject of dental licensure.

To close up spaces between 
centrals and laterals, use 
three ligatures: 1) around 
centrals, 2) around r. cen- 
tral and r. lateral, 3) 
around I. central and 1. lat- 
eral. 


To move laterals toward 
the labial, use five liga. 
tures: 1) around centrals, 
2) around r. central, in 
back of r. lateral, around tr. 
cuspid, 3) around r. cuspid 
and r. bicuspid, 4) and 5) 
repeat 2) and 3) on left 
side.

Erosion of Upper incisors 

Q.—A male patient, age 30, has lost 
a considerable amount of the enamel 
from his upper incisors. All of this loss 
has occurred on the lingual surface 
mostly near the incisal third. The loss 
has happened rather quickly, and at 
the present rate the entire incisal edges 
will soon begin breaking off. 

The patient does not suck any of the 
citrus fruits or hold any objects between 
his teeth, and the lower incisors cannot 
contact the uppers in any way. 

I believe there is an acid condition 
present, but his physician advised him 
after a physical examination that there 
was no abnormality of this type present. 
Please advise me if there is anything 
which may be done to prevent any 
further damage.—C.M.B., Alabama. 

A.—If you cannot determine the 
cause of this erosion, possibly all 
you can do is to wait for it to prog- 
ress far enough to justify restoring 
the teeth with jacket crowns. But 
it is strange indeed if none of the 
many usual causes of such a con- 
dition are present or a factor in 
this case, including the use of 
lemon juice, lemon drops, and 
candy mints; or that hydrochloric 
acid is not a factor, either as pre- 
scribed by a ‘physician or from 
regurgitations from the stomach. 

One of our friends had a similar 
case which seemed inexplicable 
until it was discovered that the pa- 
tient held sugar against the lingual

Gingivitis 

Q.—I have a patient, a young man 
of 29, suffering from severe inflamed 
gingivitis, which will not respond to 
treatment. The teeth have been scaled, 
occlusion spot grinded, vitamin C and 
B complex prescribed, also cortisone and 
a mouthwash, hydrogen peroxide, recom. 
mended. 

He reports that he eats properly and 
follows instructions, The teeth were 
x-rayed, and I recommended a complete 
physical check-up. Any suggestions will 
be appreciated.—L.H.K.., Illinois. 

A.—The case cited in your letter 
seems to be one of capillary bleed- 
ing and while Vitamin C would 
doubtless help some, it has been 
found that the bioflavonoids are 
more effective in changing the con- 
dition of the gingivae.! 

The water-soluble citrus bioflay- 
onoid compound with ascorbic 
acid, dispensed as CVP is the drug 
that has been proved effective in 
controlling gingival capillary 
bleeding. You can probably get it 
in your local drug store with ad- 
vice as to the dosage for your 
patient—G. R. WARNER

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“Black Tongue” 

Q.—I have been treating a young 
man, age 22, for “black tongue,” with 
little success. I had best results with a 
10 per cent solution of salicylic acid, but 
this gave only temporary relief. Hydro- 
gen peroxide and gentian violet have 
also been used with little effect. The 
patient first noticed the condition six 
months ago after crossing the Atlantic 
for a few months’ overseas duty in 
Europe. The patient is in good health. I 
would like to know the cause and treat- 
ment, if possible.—L.G.S., Louisiana. 

A.—As you doubtless know, so- 
called “black tongue” is due to 
elongation and epithelial cornifica- 
tion of the filiform papillae on the 
posterior dorsal surface of the 
tongue. This usually gives a dark 
brown or almost black appearance. 
This may be mycosis due to yeast 
mold growing in acid media.* 

In my experience sodium per- 
borate used in the treatment of 
Vincent’s infection is one of the 
causes of this condition. 

The treatment should first be a 
change in dentifrices and mouth- 
washes, followed by the daily ap- 
plication of hydrogen peroxide, 
and the scraping of the tongue with 
a wooden tongue depressor and 
toothbrush. 

So far as I know the condition 
is not detrimental, and may even 
disappear without treatment.— 
G. R. WARNER 


Rampant Caries 
Q.—I have a patient, 45 years of age, 
who has been concerned about rampant

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caries for some time. I x-ray her teeth 
each year, and clean them every 6 
months. She is meticulous about her 
mouth—brushing regularly, and using 
dental floss after each brushing. Her 
gingivae and bone crest are in excellent 
condition, and there has been little tar- 
tar to be removed; but each 6 months 
cavities appear at the gingival line, and 
with the aid of roentgenograms inter- 
proximal cavities can be found. Any in- 
formation, which will help her and other 
patients, will be appreciated.—T.G.P., 
Georgia. 


A.—In some cases gingival line 
cavities occur in the mouths of 
people who chew a great deal of 
gum. One school teacher, who had 
rampant caries, was as exemplary 
in her home care as your patient, 
and her diet was regulated by a 
competent dietitian. The cause 
seemed inexplicable, until it ac- 
cidentally came out that she car- 
ried a candy mint in her mouth 
most of the day. 

As you know, a high carbohyd- 
rate diet has been considered for 
years as the cause of dental caries. 
In a discussion about dental caries® 
the role of diet as a principal cause 
is elaborated thoroughly. The re- 
lation of the lactobacillus count to 
caries activity is discussed in this 
article. I might say I have used the 
lactobacillus count rather widely, 
and have found it a help in check- 
ing the carbohydrate content of a 
diet and in enlisting the interest 
of the patient in following a pre- 
scribed diet. However, as a full 
exposition of the subject of caries

Postextraction Healing and Pain 

Q.—I have a 65-year-old man patient 
with a history of diabetes. He had ex- 
tractions about thirty years ago, and 
part of the area refuses to heal. He has 
had 9 penicillin injections to date. His 
blood sugar is 217. 

My second case concerns a patient of 
the same age, who had extractions about 
a year ago and complains of extreme 
pain in the bone. I shall appreciate your 
advice.—L. E. S., Louisiana. 

A.—The report of your 65-year- 
old patient “with history of dia- 
betes” is incomplete as to his treat- 
ment, if his blood sugar is 217 mg 
per cent it is extremely high, and 
would seem to indicate that he is 
not under insulin treatment. As 
you know, wounds do not control 
well in a person with untreated dia- 
betes, but usually act well in a pa- 
tient under successful insulin treat- 
ment. 

I wonder if the area that refuses 
to heal has been opened wide and 
thoroughly curetted. If this is done 
the wound should heal if the dia- 
betes is under adequate insulin 
control. 

In your number two case, the 
alveolar bone does not appear nor- 
mal, and I wonder if the soft tis- 
sues are healthy over this area. 

We have postextraction cases in 
which pain persists for a long time. 
We have even opened into these 
pain areas, although the bone was 
roentgenographically negative, with 
the thought that a nerve filament 
might be pinched. However, such

We are prone to smile at how much 
lower costs were in former years.

“Price for setting teeth from 
$1.50 to $4 each; and for clean- 
ing, filing and plugging $2; for 
cleaning $1; filing $1; and for 
plugging with gold $1 each plug.”

The French dentist .William Rogers 
in 1845 introduced in his “Manuel 
d’Hygiene Dentaire” a new science 
“Odontological Physiognomy,” where- 
by he claimed he could read charac- 
ter and foretell the future by studying 
the arrangement and shape of the 
teeth. Here are some of his con- 
clusions: sharp teeth indicated wit, 

nature but poor health and 
short life; irregular teeth betrayed 
fickleness; strong and broad teeth 
meant a jealous disposition, and large 
front teeth showed sensuality. This 
“science,” however, never competed 
in popularity with phrenology. 


Archaeological explorations have un- 
covered dental restorations by the 
Estruscans and Phoenicians as far 
back as the 7th century B.C. Thus 
prosthetic dentistry did not originate 
within medicine, but developed 
independently. 


In Calcutta, India, grows the largest 
tree in the world, a hundred-year- 
old banyan, 88 feet high and 300 feet 
in diameter. Spectacular because of 
its size, this banyan is of no particu- 
lar use to man other than for its 
_ Shade. Another tree native to India, 
while far less spectacular, is of much 
more value: the Sterculia. Carefully 
nurtured to increase both yield and 
purity, its exudation is exported in 
quantity to this country. Known to us 
as Karaya Gum, it provides comfort 
to denture wearers since it is the basic 
ingredient of Wernet’s Powder.

Burning Mouth 


Q.—I have a woman patient, 60 years 
of age, who complains of a burning sen- 
sation in her mouth. She states she 
drinks a good deal of coffee, and prob- 
ably eats too much pastry. Her physician 
diagnosed the condition as a vitamin de- 
ficiency, or nervous apprehension. There 
has not been any improvement since 
taking the vitamins. She does not smoke 
or use alcoholic drinks. I shall appre- 
ciate your suggestions.—H. P. A., Penn- 
sylvania. 

A. — The symptomatology of 
burning mouth as given by your 
patient together with her dietary 
habits makes an interesting and 
rather complex problem. We rarely 
have cases of burning sensations as 


inclusive as this case. rather the 


burning tongue is the common con- 
dition. Burning tongue is some- 
times a post menopausal condition, 
and is controlled best by Vitamin 
Bio. 

Your advice of a change in die- 
tary habits is excellent, but I sus- 
pect the patient needs definite ad- 
vice on the diet; that is, the bal- 


ance between proteins and carbo- | 


hydrates, the advisable amount of 
coffee, the amount of water, vita- 
mins in different foods, and cer- 
tainly the vitamin C foods. 

She may be allergic to the denti- 
frices she is using, so it might be 
wise to change, and particularly to 
use mild salt water as a mouth 
wash. 

To go fully into the case would 
require a more intimate knowledge 
of the results of the physical ex-
